IS RECALLED 


Execution of Conspirator 
Band Members Witnessed 
By County Resident

Few men. knowing as much of 
the inside history 
of 
the 
case, 
have been as reticent 
as 
J. W. 
Edwards, of the Hancock Regulars, 
concerning the tragic fate of Abra-1 
ham Lincoln and the arrest, trial, 
conviction and 
execution 
of the 
little group of conspirators 
w ho! 
plotted 
the 
end 
of 
the 
great 
Emancipator. 
Sergeant Edwards, now a resl-1 
dent of Orange county, will be 80 
years old on his next birthday. He 
was born on a farm 
near Terre 
Haute, Ind., and In order to Join 
the Union forces he had to do some 
juggling with figures. 
That jug­ 
gling had to do with his age. 
Although he was scarcely out of; 
his ’teens and not much taller than 
the heavy Sharp rifle he used at 
Winchester and with the Army of 
the Potomac, 
Sergeant 
Edwards 
played a prominent and dramatic 
part in the closing scenes of the 
drama which plunged Washington 
and the Nation into profound sor­ 
row. 
On the sixth day of April, 1865, 
the greatest general of the Con­ 
federacy, Robert E. Lee, disheart­ 
ened and broken In spirit, heard 
the immortal Grant utter, under 
the apple tree of Appomatox, the 
thrilling expression, “Let ub have 
peace!” 
War Cloud Lifts. 
The dark cloud of war, which 
had hung over the 
country for 
four years, had been pierced by the 
angel of peace. 
Beneath the daisies were sleeping, 
heedless of the voice of the morn­ 
ing, three hundred thousand men. 
On 
crutches 
and 
with 
empty 
sleeves were a half million more. 
Gettysburg, Vicksburg. Cold Har­ 
bor, Antietam, Shiloh, the Wilder­ 
ness and Chickamauga were for­ 
ever recorded in history, the cause 
of which one side 
believed, 
and 
the other knew was right; while 
over all 
the 
tempestuous 
and 
bloody years was 
written, 
“Si­ 
lence.” 
In the midst of 
the rejoicing, 
while church bells were clanging 
and bands were playing the anthem 
of peace, the great master mind, 
the 
commander-in-chief 
of the 
Union forces, was assassinated. 
Gloom fell upon the land. 
A diabolical plot to murder the 
president, the vice-president, Sec­ 
retaries Steward, Stanton and oth­ 
ers, was laid bare to the appalled 
country. 
Here Is Infamous Plot. 
The plot of the malefactors was 
as follows: 
John Wilkes Booth was assigned 
to assassinate President Lincoln. 
Lewis Powell, alias Payne, was 
to murder Secretary Seward. 
George Atzerodt, a Confederate 
spy, was to kill Vice-President An­ 
drew Johnson. 
Davjd E. Herald, 
a young drug 
desk, was assigned as a page for 
Booth. 
Others In the conspiracy were 
Samuel Arnold and 
Michael 
O’- 
Loughlin. Confederate soldiers, and 
John II. Surratt. 
The plot was hatched 
at 
the 
home of Mary E. Suratt, mother 
of John. 
The conspirators, 
with the ex­ 
ception of Booth, who was 
shot 
ten days later, and 
John H. Sur­ 
ratt, who fled to Canada and later 
to Rome, were tried by a military 
court and sentenced to die on the 
scaffold. 
Sees Plotters Executed. 
^ “It was in May,” said Sergeant 
Edwards, describing the executions 
for the Register representative. 
“There «was 
an 
old 
prison 
in 
Washington, 
a 
two-story 
affair, 
where the conspirators were kept 
until they were executed. 
“On the day of the execution, I 
was in charge of the guard which 
had kept vigil over them following 
their conviction. 
I was less than 
twenty feet from Mrs. Surratt, 
.Lewis Powell, alias Payne, George 
Atzerodt and 
David 
E, 
Herald 
when the black caps were placed 
over their head?. I saw the noose 
adjusted, in each case, and I saw 
the conspirators 
drop 
to their 
deaths.” 
Following the 
executions, 
Ser­ 
geant Edwards said, a part of the 
noose used in the execution of Mrs. 
Surratt was placed on a small ta­ 
ble. It was intended for General 
Hancock who, as commander of the 
Fourth United 
States 
Regulars, 
had charge of the execution. 
“A private soldier got hold of 
the piece of rope, however,” Ser­ 
geant 
Edwards 
explained, 
“and 
General Hancock 
was 
unable to 
claim his grewsome souvenir. La­ 
ter, unscrupulous persons, secur­ 
ing bits of rope that had no part 
in the execution 
of the 
conspir­ 
ators, sold strands and knots'for 
exorbitant prices.” 
Concerning the body of Booth, 
about which there was so much 
mystery, Sergeant Edwards said it 
was concealed for a time in an 
old warehouse in Washington. 
Guarded Booth’s Body. 
"I was on guard at that 
ware­ 
house, with a number of men in 
my command,” Sergeant Edwards 
declared. 
“One day, being curious, I asked 
a secret service man why we had 
to guard the old building so care­ 
fully. 
It was half filled with deb-

fied at the substantial tone of the annual report of Secretary L. D. 
Palmer, for the fiscal year ending October 31, 1922, showing that the 
net returns for citrus shipments by the exchange were $3,752,991.49. 
"Compared with $5,973,155.04 for 1921, and taking into consid­ 
eration that we had a freeze and a severe wind, this is regarded as a 
very good showing," said Palmer, discussing the annual report made 
public today. Continuing, the report reads: 
"The freeze which occurred during the latter part of January, 1922, 
vghich was even more severe in this district, from a standpoint of actual 
! fruit and tree damage, than the freeze of 1913, reduced the volume of 


I shipments from this exchange from an estimate of approximately 5500 
cars of citrus fruit (based on 400 boxes to the car), to an actual ship­ 
ment of 3321 carloads, figured on the same basis."

ever, Palmer points out In his re-1 
port that the monetary return was 
almost as great as that of 1921, 
when 3400 cars of fruit were ship­ 
ped.

be taught ta every American child. Some of us who have grown older, 
and hardened In our shells, may yet be shaped to nobler lines by 
opening our minds and our hearts to the honest and kindly and wise 
philosophy of this great American. 
Every page in this book is worthy of serious thought; they are pages 
which delight the mind and enrich it. 
We quote a fragment which 
Franklin K. Lane left among his letters—a tribute to Lincoln, the 
great hero. This month is the anniversary of Lincoln’s birthday, and 
we feel that Mr. Lane, if choosing a page from his book for the readers 
of The Delineator, would choose this one: 
“I never pass through Chicago without visiting the statue of Lincoln 
by St. Gaudens and standing before it for a moment uncovered. 
It is 
to me all that America is, physically and spiritually. 
I look at those 
long arms and long legs, large hands and feet, and I think that they 
represent the physical strength of this country, its power and its youth­ 
ful awkwardness. 
Then I look up at the head and see the qualities 
which have made the American—the strong chin, the noble brow, those 
sober and steadfast eyes. 
They were the eyes of one who saw with 
sympathy and interpreted with common sense. They were the eyes of 
earnest idealism limited and checked by the possible and the practic­ 
able. 
They were the eyes of a truly humble spirit whose ambition 
was not a love for power, but a desire to be sepremely useful. 
They 
were eyes of compassion and mercy and a deep understanding. 
They 
saw far more than they looked at. 
They believed in far more than 
they saw. They loved men not for what they were, but for what they 
might become. They were patient eyes, eyes that could wait and wait 
and live on in the faith that right would win; they were eyes which 
challenged the nobler things In men and brought out the hidden large­ 
ness; they were humorous eyes that saw things in their true propor­ 
tions and in their real relationships; they looked through cant and 
pretense and the great and little vanities of great and little men; they 
were the eyes of an unflinching courage and an unfaltering faith rising 
out of sincere dependence upon the Master of the Universe.

lieve in Lincoln is to learn to look through Lincoln’s eyes.”

Tho picturesque surnames of the 
Indians are rapidly becoming ex­ 
tinct 
The former “Drowsy 
Wa­ 
ters” and “Sun-in-the-Eyes” is now 
Miss Sadie Jones or Daisy Smith. 
Her name gives no hint of her 
tribal heritage. 
According to Miss Susie Meek, 
Indian secretary for the National 
board 
of 
the 
Young 
Women’s 
Christian association this is due 
to the American desire for brevity. 
“Tho charge of most of these 
names took place in the 
Indian 
department at Washington,” said 
Miss Meek. “Naturally it requires 
less time and effort to deal with 
an Indian named “Jones” than one 
named “By Weeping W aters.” The 
unfortunate thing is that the next 
generation 
of Indians 
will lose 
their tribal distinction. “By Weep­ 
ing W aters” or “Buzzing Walker” 
becomes only a tradition.’’ 
One of 
the essential needs of 
the Indian 
girls on 
the reserva­ 
tions today is an opportunity 
to 
find themselves and gain self-con­ 
fidence, she declared. The govern­ 
ment schools devote half the day 
to industrial 
work, cooking anil 
sewing. The Indian girl thus leaves 
school better 
trained for menial 
occupations 
than for tho 
ioeHf* 
which call for initiative and self­ 
confidence. 
“An indian girl rarely gets be­ 
yond the 
sixth grade,” continued 
Miss Meek. “This is not due to 
lack of opportunity. Training for 
office work is open to them, 
but 
the work is not in any sense in­ 
dividual nor are its requirements 
or future explained to her. It Is 
her self-confidence 
and 
interest 
that must be aroused. 
In 
many 
ways she is already so much like 
tho white girl whom she greatly 
admires that a description of one 
fits the other.”
